tion. with the language spoken 
in every country. . 

Tnere has been no Inck, in 
the, course of many hundreds 
of years, of Sngenious attempts 
at forming a new lingue franca 
"which, apart from Its practical 
value, would be able to serve 
the cause of international un- 
derstanding. But it would be 
wrong to compare “Basic Eng- 
lish” to such artificial Huguls- 
tic creations ax Esperanto, Ido, 
Nulango, Novial, cr whatever 
othe; names we may like to 
I give them. “Basic Engliah" is 
certainly an artifical Janguage, 
but only in the sense that, with 
a sma'l vocubulary, it has de-| 
veloped out , of the  artificta) 
limitaticns of an already exlat- 
ing Janguage which-has grown 
organically over many cen- 
turies. It is pure English 
built on only 860 words. 

Few Verbs. 

“Basic English" is the bril- 
ant inverition of a British 
philologist. C. K. Ogden,’ the 
D-rector of the ‘Orthologiea! 
Institute at Cambridyg. He be- 
gan working on the language in 
1920 and 12 years elupsed before 
he published his: system. The 
amazing result of his werk was 
a language, of which the entire 
vocubulary enn be written on 
a sheet of notepaper. “Basic 
English” consists of 600 nouns, 
150 adjectives and 100 ‘tcpera- 
tlozs” such as verbs, preposi- 
tions and = adverbs. What is 
ecrpecially noti¢uablo ia the 
small number--of ‘verbs, > Thu 
great idea behind Ogden’s sys.
